QUIT ARMY IN DISGRACE 


Eetirement ot Linevitch and 


Other Generals Due to 


Inefficiency. 


'BUDAPEST, Feb. 10.—The Hungarian 


parliament was dissolved this morning 
with the use of force. The floor and cor- 
ridors of the building were cleared by the 
police. There was no resistance and no 
disorder. The members of tho coalition 
party declared ttmt the dissolution was 
unconstitutional and illegal and that 
they will hold a meeting Wi-ilnes-day in 
the parliament building unless prevented 
by troops, ill which case the meeting will 
be held elsewhere. 


Thu session opened at 10 o'clock sharp. 


Tho vice president read letters from Uen- 
eral Nyrii, the royal commissioner and 
llorr Just, president of the lower house, 
uud. declurt-'d that the royal rescript dis- 
solving parliament, forwarded by Gener- 
al Nyrii was unconstitutional and illegal 
and 
energetically protested agaiiut it. 


The 
vice president proposed that 
the 


house ignore the rescript and return it 
to the emperor-king. The house unani- 
mously aceptcd the proposal with pro- 
longed cheers. Thereafter the minutes 
of the mi-cling were adopted, the depu- 
ties were notified to reassemble on Wed- 
nesday uud then the house adjourned, 


TOL1CE AND TKOOl'S ENTER. 


The royal rescript 
dissolving parlia- 


ment was k-ft lying unopened on the 
president's desk and the members left 
tiio huuse Dinging the Kossuth hyiiui. The 
iloor was ulmust cleared when a captain 
of Hungarian militia at the head ul live 
soldiers with liNiul bayonets mid a large 
number of policemen who had previously 
entered by a side door, entered tho huiibu.

captain and the soldiers 
mounted 


the pri'siiK-nt'si tribune and tin.1 policemen 
occupied 
tlic Iloor. The captain then 


opened and read the rescript iiuiicl con- 
stant interruptions from the galleries, 
and some of the deputies who returned 
to the Iloor and all present united in 
singing the KosMirli hymn, willi the re- 
sult that not a word of tht1 rescript could 
bc heard. The police cncorti-d suveral of 
the noisy members from the Iloor, and 
tlum .-.lowly cleared the galleries nud cor- 
ridors. A large crowd ot cheering depu- 
ties escorted Francis Kuusuth, Count Al- 
bert Apponyi and other leaders from the

sytiadrons 01 cavalry, one regiment of

NOTABLES WEUE ABSENT. 


LONDON, Feb. Ill—King Edward open- 


ed the second parliament of his reign this 
afternoon with the customary ceremon- 
ial. 
The . absence of Queen Alexandra, 


the Prince and Princess of \Vnles, and 
the Duke and Duclies of Counaught and 
the mourning into which the court had 
been thrown by the death of King Chris- . 
tian detracted somewhat from the bril- 
liance of the 
pageant. 
Otherwise the 


royal precession from Buckingham pal- 
ace to the palace at Westminster and the 
proceedings iu the house of lords follow- 
ed the well known lines of those of pre- 
vious years. 


WOMEN AREAYED IN- FINERY. 


Within the "gilded" chamber'1 a bril- 


liant scene mot the king's ga/e as he 011- 
turcd from the robing room utended by 
all tbe high officers of state bearing the 
various* insignia of the monarchy. The 
luvll was crowded to its capacity. The 
mourning dress of the 
women were 


shown oil' to the fullest extent by m:ig- 
iiiUceut displays of jewelry, and contrast- 
ed with the brightness of the peers' robes 
and the uniforms of the distinguished 
diplomats, the soldiers and sailors whe 
participated in the ceremony. 


Tho king arrayed in robes of crimson 


silk and velvet edged with gold lace and 
surmounted by a heavy cape of ermine, 
having seated himself on the throne com- 
manded the presence oi the common* to 
hear his socech.

bad gash and rendering him unconscious. 


It was believed that Mr. Hardy was 


killed. Hc was picked up and carried to 
the home of K. K. Birdr-all, an old friend, 
und Dr. S. C. Buclinn called. Soon he re- 
gained consciousness and the cut on his 
head was dj'csjed. 


The attending physician said that it 
* a serious injury, but would not prove 


fatal and that Mr. Hardy could return 
to his home in Union Grove this evening, 
if no serious complications set in. 


Mr. Hardy i= quite deaf and his eye- 


sight poor. Only a few days ago hc was 
run down by a horse and cutter at Union 
Grove, the animal being driven by a boy 
named Smith and ho was laid .up for sev- 
eral day.- at that time.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19—President 


Roosevelt today transmitted to congress 
the report of the board of consulting cn- 
jineors on the Panama canal together 
with the letter of Secretary Taft, the 
report of the isthmian cuiml commission 
and a letter by Chief Engineer Stevens. 
The letter of the president is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of lleprescu- 


tativcs: I submit herewith the letter of 
the secretary of war transmitting, the 
report of the board of consulting engi- 
neers ou the Panama canal, and' the re- 
port of the isthmian canal commission 
thereon, together with a letter written 
to the chairman of the isthmian.'canal 
commission by Chief Engineer StQvcns. 
Both the board of consulting engineers 
and the canal commission divide in their 
report. The majority of. the, board oi 
consulting engineers, eightau,number, in- 
cluding the flve foreign engineers,. favor 
a, sea level canal; and one, a lueiubi'r, of. 
the can-.'.l commission, Admiral Eridicott, 
takes 'ne saiue"'-vie\v-, 'JJweJ^f the eight 
American members o'fctfte -oourd of con- 
sulting engineers and five members of the 
isthmian canal commission'favor the luck 
canal, and so does the chief 
engineer, 


Mr.. Stevens. The secretory of war rec- 
ommends a lock canal pursuant to the 
recommendation of the minority of the 
ward of consulting engineers and of the 
majority of the canal commission. After 
careful study of the papers submitted 
md full and exhaustive consideration of 
,he whole subject, I concur in this rccoui- 
uendatkm," 
- 
- . - . . . - - 


LESSON TAUGHT BY SOO. 


It will be noticed that the American 


engineers on the consulting board and 
on the commission by a more than two 
,o one majority favor the lock canal, 
whereas the foreign engineers are a unit 
igainst it. 1 think this is partly to bc 
explained 
by the fact that the great 


•rallic canal of the old world is the Suez 
on mil, 
a sea level canal, whereas 
the 


great traffic canal of the new world is 
.he Sault Ste Marie canal, a lock canal. 
•\lthough the latter, the Soo, is closed to 
mvigation during the winter months, it 
carries annually three times the traflic of 
the Suez canal. In my judgment the 
very able argument of the majority of 
the board of consulting engineers is vit- 
iated by their failure to pay proper heed 
to tho lessons taught by the construc- 
tion and operation of the Soo canal. 


CANAL, NOT A STJRAIT. 


It must be borne in mind, as the com- 


mission 
points out, that there 
is no 


question of building what has been pic- 
turesquely termed 'the straits of Pana- 
ma;' that is, a water way through which 
the largest vessels could go with safety 
nt interrupted high speed, Both the sea 
level canal and the proposed lock canal 
would be too narrow and shallow to be 
called with any truthfulness a strait, or 
to have any of the properties of a wide, 
deep water strip. Both of them would 
be canals, pure and simple. Eaeh type 
has certain disadvantages and certain 
advantages. But in my judgment, the 
disadvantages are fewer and the advan- 
tages very much grea.t<>r in the cnsc of 
a lock canal substantially,,15 proposed in 
the papers forwarded herewith. 


NOW UP TO CONGRESS. 


The law now on our statute books 


seems to contemplate a lock canal. In 
my judgment a lock canal as herein rec- 
ommended is advisable. If the congress 
directs that a sea level canal be con- 
structed its direction will of course be 
carried out. 
Otherwise the canal will be 


built on substantially the plan- for 
a 


lock canal outlined in the accompanying 
papers, such changes 
being 
made of 


course as may be found actually neces- 
sarv; including possibly the change rec- 
ommended by the secretary of war as to 
the site of the dam on the Pacific side.

Call, until recently president of the New 
York Life Insurance company, died, at 
5:33 o'clock.yesterday afternoon at the 
Laurel house in Lakewood, N. J., where 
lie had been taken three weeks ago in 
the hope that the change might benefit 
his health, which had suffered a break- 
down two months ago. The news cf the 
death was not given out by the family 
until .some time after the end. Then Mr. 
MeCall's son, John C. McCall, briefly an- 
nounced: 


'•The end has-come: my father 
has 


passed away." 


Mr. McCall had been unconscious since 


about 1 o'clock in the morning, ex'cept 
possibly for one brief minute yesterday 
afternoon, wh'en hjs eyes 
opened 
and 


looked into the, facJi. of his wife, who was 
bendin.tr over him. ',-He smiled and as he 
did so his eyes clajed again and he re- 
mained -in the eom|t until the entl. The 
body was brought, to New 
York 
this 


morning. 


DEATH WITHOUT PATN. 


Tt was announced, that Mr. MeCall's 


death was due to enlargement of the' 
liver and the end had been peaceful and 
without pain. 


Sirs. MeCall is now under medical care. 


She had become worn out by the long 
vigil at the bedside of her'husband and 
when he died she practically collapsed. 
It is thought that her condition will not 
prove serious. • 


Mr. McCall's physical breakdown oc- 


curred near the close of the investiga- 
tion of life insurance affairs in this state 
by the legislative committee.

MADE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Mr, McCall's mental effort to shake off 
P ailmenls was the result of the report 


of the C: If. Fowler investigating com- 
mittee, composed of directors of the New 
York Life, who made public their findings 
ten days ago. They censured Mr. McCall 
severely for certain acts of his in con- 
nection with the legislative bureau cstab- 


liquor, not having worked for some daj"s. 
lie cent his little daughter to the saloon 
of Wind Syukie after ten- cento', worth 
of whisky and five cents' worth of beer. 
On account of tin order recently issued 
by District Attorney E. E. Gittins, for- 
bidding the sale of liquor to minors, 
either in receptacles or otherwise. Syukie 
refused to sell the girl liquor. She re- 
turned to,her home and informed her 
I'anher 
of the refusal. 
Hellmann 
was 


furious and ran to the saloon and de- 
manded of Syukie all explanation, claim- 
ing that liquor had never been refused 
the girl before. The'saloon man explain- 
ed the order of the disl net attorney and 
that he dared not and would not sell 
any more minors liquor, 
llellniann was 


vcrv ugly and threatening, but gradual- 
ly quieted down, when others talked to 
him. 
But he was determined to

trouble and became noisy and abusive. 


REFUSED TO PAY. 


''Give me the liquor then." exclaimed 


Hcllmann. "All right,' answered Syukie, 
and he poured out the amount. At the 
time there were a number of customers 
in the saloon. 
One of them had a drink 


and laid a, quarter on the bar. 
Jlell- 


mann started for the door with the li- 
lished by him, with Andrew Hamilton at 
quo,._ 
Syl,,.ic noli|ied him that hc had 


its head. 


An effort was made to keep the eon- 


tents of the report from the sick man, 
but learning the statement hnd been filed 
he worried so much over the matter that 
it was decided early Inst week to permit 
him to see it.

HE BORE CHARMED LIFE 


Five ot Eight Bullets Fired at 


President ot Colombia 


Hit His Carriage. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—News has 


reached Washington that on tho morning 
of Feb. 10, an attempt was. made to as- 
sassinate the president of the republic 
of Colombia. Eight shots were fired at 
him, five of which struck his carriage, 
but he escaped uninjured. 


The information came to the state de- 


partment in a cablegram from Minister 
Russell at aCracas, which, slid: "The 
United States minister at 
Bogota 
re- 


quests me to send the following: 


'On the morning of the 10th. while the 


president oi Columbia was riding in a, 
carriage in. the suburbs of Bogota, three 
mounted men attempted to assassinate 
him, firing eight shots, five of. which 
struck the carriage. The president was 
uninjured. The assailants' escaped. Much 
excitement and indignation at the. cow- 
ardly attempt. The city is 


forgotten 
to pay . for the 
stuff. Hell- 


man claimed the quarter on i\if liar was 
his money, but the customer disputed 
this and said it was his quarter. 
Syukie 


took 
the liquor away from 
Hellmann 


and the laborer became infuriated and 
threatened to whip,everybody in sight. 
The confab lasted a few minutes and 
Syukie decided that the quarter belong- 
ed to the customer and that Hcllraann 
must pay for his liquor or leave it. 


DELIBERATELY CUTS. 


Hellman was obstinate and whipped n 


knife out of his pocket and without just 
cause or provocation plunged I lie blade 
into Syukie's back, it entering just be- j 
low the left shoulder, cutting a giisii sev- 
eral inches long and laying the flesh open 
so that it resembled a beefsteak and the 
blood flowed in a stream. Syukie stag- 
gered to ft chair and sat down, while 
Hellman left the saloon and hurried to 
his home. As soon as possible Dr. Col- 
lins was called and Syukie was taken in- 
to his living apartments in the same 
building and the injury was dressed and 
sewed up. The physician said it was a 
bad one and might result fatally and 
suggested that the injured man be taken 
to a hospital and he was removed to St. 
Mary's today. Then 
the police 
office 


was notified of tho affair. 


HEiLMANN ARRESTED. 


Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson hur- 


ried to the Syukie saloon, obtained the 
facts relative to the cutting and found 
Hellmann at his home, 112D North Wis- 
consin street. He was pointed out by an 
eye witness to the trouble and was seat- 
ed at a table eating rye bread and soup, 
having a large uud dangerous 
loojdng 


butcher knife. Desk Sergeant Johnson, 
not desiring to take any chauces with' 
the desperate fellow, pulled his gun, pok- 
ed it under the man's nose and said: "I 
want you,. Mikjl." Hellmann, .answered, 


"Don't shoot me, any fool can shoot. 
Then he was willing to go, but on the 
way to the jail he balked a number of 
times, told the officer he was not afraid 
of being shot, that the officer could not 
take him if he did not want to go and 
that he was the stronger of'the two. He 
was anxious to enter a saloon and tele- 
phone to someone, but the officer inarch- 
ed him along and he landed :in a cell at 
the county jail. 


HERE HE TALKED. 
\ 


Once in the jail he alluded: to the offi- 


cer with oaths and eaid that if he had 
got hold of the knife he had on the ta- 
ble beside him the officer would never 
have arrested him, that he .would have 
cut him to pieces and there is no doubt 
that he meant'what he said, being known 
as an ugly and desperate man who would 
stop at nothing when angered. Yester- 
day his wife was at the jail and said 
there were six children and they had 
nothing to exist 041. She further said 
that her husband had not been at work 
for some weeks. 
Those who witnessed 


the stabbing said it was cowardly and 
entirely uncalled for. Unless blood poi- 
soning sets in it is believed that Syukie 
will recover. A warrant 
was 
issued 


against Hellmann chargiug him with as- 
sault and intent to do great bodily harm. 
The injured man has a. wife and child- 
ren. 


This morning Michael Hellmann who 


stabbed a north side salorn keeper Sat- 
urday night, was taken 
before Court 


Commissioner Wentworth on charge of 
assault with intend to do great bodily 
harm. The cose was adjourned to Wed- 
nesday afternoon to await the result of 
the injuries sustained by the assaulted 
man. Bonds were placed at $300 and 
could not be furnished.

OHIQ REDUCES PASSENGER RATES. 


Chicago Tribune: The action of the 


legislature of Ohio in pasing n law re- 
ducing the'maximum1 legal railway pas- 
senger rate in that state to 2 cents a 
mile and the decision of the railways to 
offer no opposition to the law's entorce- 
mcnt are likely to affect the attitude of 
legislators/anil railways toward passen- 
ger schedules in other parts of the mid- 
dle west. 


The maximum rate in Illinois at the 


present time, with a. few unimportant ex- 
ceptions, is 3 ccnta. Ohio is more thick- 
ly' populated than this state, but other- 
wise the conditions under which the rail- 
ways carry on their business are closely 
similar there to what they are here. The 
question, therefore, is pretty sure to be 
raised whether, if 2 cents is enough in 
Ohio, 3 cents is not.too much in Illinois. 


Illinois possibly is not entitled to, so 


low a rate as that adopted in Ohio, but 
the roads will find it-hard to justify the 
continuance here of a rate CO per cent 
higher. They will find it no more easy 
to dissuade' railway commissions and leg- 
islatures from making substantial reduc- 
tions in other states. Agitation has al- 
rcadv begun in Wisconsin. Their tacit 
admission that the action of the Ohio 
legislature was not unreasonable is like- 
ly to prove a handy and effective weapon 
for their foes at the various capitals.. 


The Ohio lawmakers will assume too 


much if they take to themselves thu en- 
tire credit for the reduction of passen- 
"er rates 'on the steam -lines in their 
state. The competition -of the electric 
lines made their success must easier than 
it otherwise would have been. -They 
merely' hastened a change which was 
bound to come, sooner or later. A large 
part of Ohio has become a perfect net- 
work of up to date trolley lines. These 
lines carry passengers for less on the 
average than 2 cents per mile, and' it 
was only a matter of time until the 
steam roads would have had to either 
reduce their rates or lose their local 
business. 


Illinois is a long way behind Ohio in 


the building and running of electric rail- 
ways, but it has a good many of them, 
and their mileage is rapidly increasing. 
The railways already feel the effects of 
their .competition and are preparing to 
meet it. Some roads arc 
thinking oi 


electrifying their suburban and interur- 
ban lines, while others arc experiment- 
ing with gasoline motor cars. In any 
event it will not be long before they will 
be compelled by economic considerations 
to lower their rates. 


Here, as in Ohio, the legislature or its 


agent, the railway and warehouse com- 
mission, may hasten reductions, but they 
are sure to take place whether the state 
government intervenes or not. Wher- 
ever the population is or becomes thick 
enough to make trolley lines profitable 
local" railway rates will have to come 
down materially.

In a desperate 
encounter over possession of a razor, the 
villain was shot in the left knee by L'n- 
dersheriir William Knell, about 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, 
and 
after being 


shot the bandit made an attempt at sui- 
cide and slashed himself in the left side 
twice with the instrument.

Then he threatened to com- 
mit suicide'unless the water was turned 
off, but his threat did no good and the 
cold water poured on him relentlessly. 
In fifteen, minutes he showed signs of 
weakening and said he had enough and 
would quit and act like a man. 


NEGRO SHOT IX THE KNEE. 


It was only a sneaking ruse to stop 


the water and give the murderous negro 
an apportunity to injure the 
officers. 


Jailer Dietrich was about -to enter the 
cell when Under Sheriff Knell noticed 
Whitfield attempt to pull the razor from 
his pocket. Dietrich was warned and be- 
fore Whitfleld could spring on the officer, 
Knell pulled his revolver and shot the 


j criminal in the knee. Whitfield fell to 
the floor, but he arose to his feet and 
drawing the razor slashed his left side 
and again fell to the floor. The officers 
were upon him in a moment and secured 
the razor. The coward begged for mercy 
and promised to behave himself and at 
the same time pretended to be in great 
pain. Dr. Young was called and found 
the wounds to be only slight. The bul- 
let lodged in the fleshy part of the knee 
and was easily removed. 


CLOSER GUARD. THAN EVER.

the same time she does not appear dis- 
posed to exact the strict letter of the 
contract and the financial negotiations 
are for the purpose of making some ar- 
rangement for a compromise with the 
count's creditors.

LEARN TO CONTROL YOUR 


THOUGHTS 


Chicago Journal: It has often been 


observed that crime breeds crime. The 
Ivens case has been followed by several 
others exactly similar in nearly all re- 
spects. If 
the newspapers print ac- 


counts of some suicide distinguished by 
striking, peculiarities of method, people 
all over the country proceed to kill them- 
selves in the same manner. Close on the 
heels of the original "long and short" 
highwaymen in Chicago some years ago 
came other pairs of long and short men 
committing the same crime. If one sa- 
loon keeper is locked into his icebox by 
bandits, other saloon keepers meet the 
same fate. Assassino-tion of a promi- 
nent man is followed by attempts to as- 
sassinate others, not necessarily so prom- 
inent. After Mayor Harrison was shot 
down, mayors of several smaller cities 
were attacked by would-be murderers. 


All this shows how susceptible to sug- 


gestion many people are. It is a law of 
psychology that thought takes form in 
action, unless it is controlled; and too 
many 
persons, 
especially among 
the 


voting, have not learned how to control 
their thoughts. Such a person, hearing 
of a crime, receives the account of it as 
11 motor suggestion. If he does not com- 
bat and conquer, it, but allows it to dwell 
and fester in his intellect, it gradually 
lakes possession of his subjective, mind, 
influences his unconscious 
actions and 


urges him on to imitate it. 


The most important • thing 
we 
can 


teach our children we never think of 
teaching them, and that is the impor- 
tance of controlling the thoughts. Many 
people believe they can uot control their 
thoughts, which 
they conceive of :is 


forces stronger than themselves, pouring 
in upon their; minds from the atmos- 
phere. Fortunately, this is not 
true, 


else we should all be no better than lun- 
atics. That is what lunacy is—an in- 
ability to control thought sufficiently to 
resist false suggestions. Most people do 
control their thoughts, to some extent, 
but few of them know that they can con- 
trol 
thought absolutely. 
If they 
did, 


there would be much less crime, drunk- 
enness, sorrow, suffering and disease in 
the world than there is now.

To Preserve Kggs.—The high price of 


eggs during the winter has lead to num- 
berless inquiries regarding methods of 
preservation. 
Them are several plans 


for preserving eggs, but none gives better 
results than the use of watcr-gla^ (sil- 
licale of soda at the drug store), which 
is cheap and which certainly does pre- 
serve the eggs in good condition for from 
six to eight months. 
Just a word of 


caution here, however: 
If you are work- 


ing up a reputation for strictly 
fresh 


eggs do not try to work o(T eggs lire- 
served by any method as strictly fresh 
eggs. 
Xo method of preservation has 


yet been discovered which will preserve 
the rich fresh flavor which the new egg 
'has, and you won't be able to fool even 
the novice. 
Use the presencd eggs at 


home or sell them for cooking purposes 
after telling your customers jusl what 
they are. The method of preservation by 
the use of the water-glass is as follows: 
Add ten parU of boiled water to one 
part of the wntcr-gla.->s and pour .in a 
crock. 
As the eggs are gathered, see 


that they are perfectly frenh, drop them 
into the solution until tho crock is suf- 
ficiently full. 
The main thing to ob- 


serve is to see thill the eggs lire covered 
with the liquid at all times. Try thi^ 
plan of preserving summer-laid eggs for 
the higher prices of fall and winter. 


Try the Soothing Penance—Wit it over

COALITION PARTY 


ALLEGE ILLEGALITY 


Will Hold Meeting Wednesday Unless

BUDAPEST, Feb. 10.—The Hungarian 


parliament was dissolved this 
morning 


with the use of force. The floor and cor- 
ridors of the building were cleared by the 
police. There was no resistance and no 
disorder. The members of tho coalition 
party declared that the dissolution was 
unconstitutional and illegal and 
that 


they will hold a meeting Wednesday in 
the parliament building unless prevented 
by troops, in which case the meeting will 
be held elsewhere. 


Tho session opened at 10 o'clock sharp. 


The vice president read letters from Gen- 
eral Xyrii, the- royal commissioner and 
llcrr Just, president of the lower house, 
and declared that the royal rescript dis- 
solving parliament, forwarded by Gener- 
al .Nyrii was unconstitutional and illegal 
and 
energetically protested against it. 


The 
vice president proposed 
tlii.it 
the 


house ignore the rescript and return it 
to the emperor-king. The house unani- 
mously acepted the proposal with pro- 
longed cheers. Thereafter the minutes 
of the meeting were adopted., the depu- 
ties were notified to reassemble on Wed- 
nesday and then the house adjourned. 


POLICE AXD TROOPS ENTER. 


The royal rescript dissolving parlia- 


ment was left lying unopened on the 
president's desk and the members left 
the house singing the Kossuth hymn. The 
Hour was almost cleared when a captain 
of Hungarian militia at the head of live 
soldiers with fixed bayonets and a large 
number of policemen who had previously 
entered by a side door, entered the house. 
The captain and the soldiers 
mounted 


tiie president's tribune and the policemen 
occupied 
the lioor. The captain then 


opened and read the rescript amid con- 
stant interruption.-- from the galleries, 
and some of the deputies who returned 
to the lloor and all present united in 
singing the Kossuth hymn, with the re- 
sult that not a word of the rescript could 
be heard. The police escorted several of 
the noisy members from the tloor. and 
then »lowly cleared the galleries and cor- 
ridors. A large crowd of cheering depu- 
ties escorted 1'rancis Kossuth, Count Al- 
bert Appouyi and other leaders from the 
house 
which 
was surrounded 
by five 


squadrons of cavalry, one regiment of 
infantry, a battalion of militia and a 
thousand policemen. 


NUTA13LKS \VEUE AHSEXT. 


LONDON, Feb. 1!)—King Edward open- 


ed the second parliament of his reign this 
afternoon with the customary ceremon- 
ial. The absence of Queen Alexandra, 
the Prince and Princess of Walus, and 
the Unke nnd Duehes of Commnght and 
the mourning into which the court had 
been thrown by the death of liing Chris- 
.inn detracted somewhat from the bril- \ 
liance of the 
pageant. 
Otherwise the 


royal precession from Buckingham pal- 
ace to the palace at Westminster and the 
proceedings in the house of lords follow- 
ed the well known lines of those of pre- 
vious years. 


WOMEN ARRAYED IN-FINERY. 
Within the "gilded' chamber" a bril- 


liant scene met the king's gaze as he en- 
tered from the robing room atended by 
nil the high olliccrs of state bearing the 
•various insignia of the monarchy. The 
hall was crowded to its capacity. The 
mourning dress of the 
women were 


shown oir to the fullest extent by mag- 
nificent displays of jewelry, and contrast- 
ed with the brightness of the peers' robes 
and the uniforms of the distinguished 
diplomats, the soldiers and sailors who 
participated in the ceremony. 


The king arrayed in robes of crimson 


silk and velvet edged with gold lace and 
surmounted by a heavy cape of ermine, 
having seated himself on the throne com- 
manded the presence of the commons to 
hear his speech. 


The speech contained no surprises. 


AS TO IRELAND. 


The speech closed with a mention of 


prospective legislation. 
An important 


paragraph was devoted to Ireland, which 
is us follows: 


''My ministers have under considera- 


tion a plan for improving and ell'ectitig 
economies in the system of government 
for Ireland and for introducing there in- 
to means for associating the people with 
the conduct of Irish affairs. It is my 
desire that the government of the coun- 


try in reliance upon the ordinary law 
should be carried on so far as existin; 
circumstances permit in a spirit regard- 
ful of the wishes and sentiments of the 
Irish people arid I trust that this ^n 
conduce to the maintenance of tronqiiili- 
ty and good feeling between the different 
classes of the community." 


QUIT ARMY IN 
DISGRACE

generally regards the retirement of Gen- 
eral Linevitch, commander in chief of the

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—President 


Roosevelt today transmitted to congress 
the report of the board of consulting en- 
gineers on the Panama canal together 
with the letter of Secretary Tai't, tho 
report of tho isthmian canal commission 
and a letter by Chief Engineer Stevens. 
The letter of the president is as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Represen- 


tatives: I submit herewith the letter.of 
the secretary of war transmitting. ;the 
report of the board of consulting engi- 
neers on the Panama canal, and the re- 
port of the isthriiian canal commission 
thereon, together with a letter written 
to the chairman of the isthmian canal 
commission by Chief Engineer Stevens. 
Both the board of consulting engineers 
and the canal commission divide in their 
report. The majority of the, board of 
consulting engineers, eight in. .number, in- 
cluding the five foreign engineers, favor 
a sea level canal; and one, a. member, of. 
the carr;>,l commission, Admiral Eudieott, 
takes 'ue samo''1view->^igetf|>f the eight 
American members ofctihie^b'oa-rd of con- 
sulting engineers and five members of the 
isthmian canal commission favor the lock 
canal, and so does the 
chief 
engineer, 


Mr.. Stevens. The secretary of war rec- 
ommends a lock canal pursuant to the 
recommendation of the minority of the 
board of consulting engineers and of the 
majority of the canal commission. After 
careful study of tue papers submitted 
and full and exhaustive consideration of 
;he whole subject, I concur in this reconi- 
uendation.- 
. . . . . . . . 


LESSON TAUGHT BY SOO. 


It will be noticed that the American 


engineers on the consulting board and 
on the commission by a more than two 
to one majority favor the lock canal, 
whereas the foreign engineers are. a unit 
igainst it. I think this is partly to be 
explained by the fact that the" great 
traflic canal of the old world is the Suez 
canal, a sea level canal, whereas 
the 


great traffic canal of the new world is 
:he Sault Ste Marie canal, a lock canal. 
Although the latter, the Soo, is closed to 
lavigation during the winter months, it 
carries annually three times the traflic of 
;he Suez canal. In my judgment the 
very able argument of the majority of 
the board of consulting engineers is vit- 
iated by their failure to pay proper heed 
to the lessons taught by the construc- 
tion and operation of the Soo canal. 


CANAL, NOT A STRAIT. 


It must be borne in mind, as the com- 


mission 
points out, that there 
is no 


question of building what has been pic- 
turesquely termed 'tho straits of Pana- 
ma;' that is, a water way through which 
the largest vessels could go with safety 
at interrupted high, speed. Both the sea 
level canal and the proposed lock canal 
would be too narrow and shallow to bo 
called with any truthfulness a. strait, or 
to have any of the properties of a wide, 
deep water strip. Both of them would 
be canals, pure and simple. Each type 
has certain disadvantages 
and certain 


advantages. But in my judgment, the 
disadvantages are fewer and tho advan- 
tages very mneh greater in the case of 
a lock canal substantially, as proposed in 
the papers forwarded herewith. 


NOW UP TO CONGRESS. 


The law now- on our statute books 


seems to contemplate a lock canal. In 
my judgment a lock canal as herein rec- 
ommended is advisable. If the congress 
directs that a sea level canal be con- 
structed its direction will of course be 
carried out. Otherwise the canal will be 
built on substantially the plan- for 
a 


lock canal outlined in the accompanying 
papers, such changes being made of 
course as may be found actually neces- 
sary; including possibly the change rec- 
ommended by the secretary of war as to 
the site of the clam tin the Pacific side.

Mrs. MeCall is now under medical care. 


She ha.d become worn out by the long' 
vigil at the bedside of her'husband and 
when he died she practically collapsed. 
It is thought that her condition will not 
prove serious. 


Mr. Medill's physical breakdown oc-

ilaco, which he sold, subject to the mort- 
enge. Mr. McCall realized in all pome- 
thing over $300,000 for. the property, 
which was snid to have cost him just, 
double thnt amount. 


MADE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


Mr. MeCall's mental effort to shake off 


:iis ailments was the result of the report 
of the C. H. Fowler investigating com- 
mittee, composed of directors of the New 
York Life, who made public their findings 
ten clays ago. They censured Mr. MeCall 
severely for certain acts of his in con- 
nection with the legislative bureau estab- 
lished by him, with Andrew Hamilton at 
its bend. 


An effort was made to keep the eon- 


tents of the report from the sick man, 
but learning the statement had been filed 
he worried so much over the matter that 
it was decided early last week to permit 
him to see it. The recommendations in 
the report demanding of tiim n. fuller ac- 
counting of the legislative work than ho 
had ma.dc, .are said to have boon a crush- 
ing blow to the company's former presi- 
dent. He declared to his family nnd to 
tho intimate friends who saw him that he 
was determined to get well;

SENT HIS DAUGHTER. 


Hellman has a wife 
and six small 


children. Early 
Saturday evening 
he 


was at his home under the influence of 
liquor, not having worked for some days. 
He1 sent his little daughter to the saloon' 
of Wlad Syukie after ten cents' worth 
of whisky and five cents' worth of beer. 
On account of nn order recently issued 
by District Attorney E. E. Gittins, for- 
bidding the sale of liquor to minors, 
either in receptacles or otherwise. .Syukie 
refused to sell the girl liquor. She re- 
turned to. her home and informed her 
father 
of tho refusal, llellmann 
was 


furious and ran to the saloon and de- 
manded of Syukie an explanation, claim- 
ing that liquor had never been refused 
the girl before. The'saloon man explain- 
ed the order of the district attorney nnd 
that he dared not and would not sell 
any more minors liquor. Hellmann was 
very ugly and threatening, but gradual- 
ly quieted down, when others talked to 


him. 
Hut he was determined to have 


trouble and became noisy and abusive. 


REFUSED TO PAY. 


"Give me the liquor then," exclaimed 


Hellmann. '"All right,' answered Syukie, 
and he poured out the amount. At the 
time there were a number of customers 
in the saloon. 
One of them had a drink 


and laid o> quarter on the bar. Holl- 
mann started for the door with the li- 
quor. Syukie notified him that he had 
forgotten to pay . for the 
stuff. Hell- 


man claimed the quarter on the bar was 
his money, but tho customer disputed 
this and said it was his quarter. Syukie 
took 
the liquor away from 
Hellmann 


and the laborer became infuriated and 
threatened to whip everybody in sight. 
The confab lasted a few minutes and 
Syukie decided that the quarter belong- 
ed to the customer and that Hellmaun 
must pay for his liquor or leave it. 


DELIBERATELY CUTS. 


Hellman was obstinate and whipped a 


knife out of his pocket and without just 
cause or provocation plunged (be blade 
into Syukie's back, it entering just be- 
low the left shoulder, cutting a gash sev> i 
oral inches long and laying the llesh open 
so that it resembled a beefsteak and the 
blood flowed in a stream. Syukie stag- 
gered to a. chair and sat down, while 
Hellman left the saloon and hurried to 
his home. As soon as possible Dr. Col- 
lins was called and Syukie was taken in- 
to his livingj apartments in the same 
building and the injury was dressed and 
sewed up. The physician said it was a 
bad one and might result fatally and 
suggested that the injured man be taken 
to a hospital and he was removed to St. 
Mary's today. Then the police 
office 


was notified of the affair. 


HEfcLMANN ARRESTED. 


Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson hur- 


ried to the Syukie saloon, obtained the 
facts relative to the cutting and found 
Hellmann at his home, 112!) North Wis- 
consin street. He was pointed out by an 
eye witness to the trouble and was seat- 
ed at a table eating rye brend and soup, 
having a large and dangerous- looking 
butcher knife. Desk Sergeant Johnson, 
not desiring to take any chances with 
the desperate fellow, pulled his gun, pok- 
ed it under the man's nose and said: "I 
want you, Mike.I" • Ilellmann, answered, 


"Don't shoot mo, any foolcan shoot.' 
Then he was willing to go, but on the 
way to the jail be balked a number o 
times, told the officer he was not afraid 
of being shot, that the officer could noi 
take him if he did not want to go anc 
that he was the stronger of the two.

U.-S. Supreme Court Upholds 


Turning ol Sewage into 


the Mississippi. 


"SHOW ME" STATE MADE 


OUT MENACE TO HEALTH' 


Said 1500 Tons Daily of B*fuse Coa* 


laminated Water While Chicago 


Claimed Canal Was Dis- 


tinctly Beneficial. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The laniowl 


case of the state of Missouri vs. th« 
state of Illinois involving the right of tha 
city of Chicago to divert its sewage into 
the Mississippi river through the Chicago 
sanitary canal and the Illinois river, was 
decided today by the supreme court of 
the LTnited States in favor of Illinois. 
Justice Holmes delivered the opinion of 
the court, which was that Missouri did 
not prove its case. There was no dissen- 
tion. 


COMPLAINED OK SEWAGE. 


This case has long been in. controversy 


between the states and grew out of the 
complaint made by the people of Missou- 
ri, and especially of St. Louis, against 
the turning of the sewage from Chicago 
into the Mississippi river, through tha 
canal, the Desplaines river and the Illi- 
nois river. Tho suit originated in th«- 
supreme court because it involved a con- 
troversy between states. The complaint 
was made by Missouri and in its bill it 
charged that the diversion of the sewage 
was calculated to have an injurious ef- 
fect on the health of the people of tha 
towns on the Missouri side, below the 
mouth of the Illinois river. 


POLLUTION ALLEGED. 


The declaration was made that 1,500 


tons of poisonous,, unhealthful and nox- 
ious matters were 
discharged 
daily 


through this channel into the Mississippi 
with the result that the waters of that 
stream would be poisoned and polluted 
ind rendered v.-hclly runt for domestic t 
and drinking purpose--, also that it would 
render entirely 
worthless 
the water 


works systems of St. Louis and other

Illinois on the Missouri side. A perpet- 
ual injunction was asked. 


SAY WATER TS NOW PURER. 


In its answer. Illinois denied the co»- 


:ention of its sister «iate. alleging that 
with 300,000 cubic feet of pure water 
rom Lake Michigan being tu>ned into 
he channel every minute, the waters of 
the Mississippi would be vastly improvedf 
^withstanding the presence of the sew- 
ige matter at the head of the drain- 
ge system. The case has been before th« 
court for several years. Much time was 
consumed in taking testimony nnd with 
one exception the record is the most vol- 
uminous ever filed.

Twenty pieces of the Marine band were 


:hcre to play the weclding music,-and ii 
they began the march once they began 
t fifty times. President Roosevelt was 
too busy in his library to take part in 
the rehearsal, so detailed Colonel Brom- 
well to act in his place. 


The rehearsal started at 'about 3:45 


o'clock. Mr. LongwortU was there mere- 
ly as a spectator, but Miss Roosevelt de- 
clared he was the most nervous one in 
the whole crowd. He stood first in one 
place and then in another. 


FIRST ATTEMPT IS FAILURE. 


When everything was ready and the 


ushers had formed at the state dininj 
room door Major McCawley gave the sig 
nal to the band and it began the wed 
ding march. Everybody seemed to have 
six feet, for they all went out in differ 
cnt directions, and the party had pro 
ceeded no farther than the red room 
when the drillmaster called a halt.

rather lead a dozen gernmns all at once 
than eight men who couldn't stop talk- 
ing to the bride-elect long enough to sep- 
arate their feet into classes.

OHIQ REDUCES PASSENGER RATES. 


Chicago Tribune: 
The action or the 


legislature of Ohio in pasing a law re- 
ducing the'maximum legal railway pas- 
senger rate in that state to 2 cents a 
mile and the decision of the railways to 
offer no opposition to the law's entorce- 
ment are likely to affect the attitude of 
legislators/and railways toward passen- 
ger schedules in other parts of the mid- 
dle west. 


The maximum rate in Illinois at the 


present time, with a few unimportant ex- 
ceptions, is 3 cents. Ohio is more thick- 
ly populated than this state, but other- 
rise the conditions under which the rail- 
ways carry on their business are closely 
similar there to what they are here. The 
question, therefore, is pretty sure to be 
raised whether, if 2 cents is enough in 
Ohio, 3 cents is not,too much in Illinois. 


Illinois possibly is not entitled to. so 


low a rate as that adopted in Ohio, but 
the roads will find it hard to justify tlie 
continuance here of a rate 50 per cent 
higher. They will lind it no more easy 
to dissuade railway commissions and leg- 
islatures from making substantial reduc- 
tions in other states. Agitation has al- 
ready begun in AVisconsin. Their tacit 
admission that the action of the Ohio 
legislature was not unreasonable is like- 
ly to pi-ove a handy and effective weapon 
for their foes at the various capitals. 


The Ohio lawmakers will assume too 


much if they take to themselves the en- 
tire credit for the reduction of passen- 
ger rates 'on the steam lines in their 
state. The competition of the electric 
lines made their success must easier than 
it otherwise would have been. They 
merely hastened a change which was 
bound to come, sooner or later. A large 
part of Ohio has become a perfect net- 
ivork of up to date trolley lines. These 
lines carry passengers for less on the 
average than 2 cents per mile, and' it 
was only a matter of time until 
the 


steam roads would have had to cither 
reduce .their rates or lose their local 
business. 


Illinois is a long way behind Ohio in 


the building and running of electric rail- 
ways, but it has a good many of them, 
and their mileage is rapidly increasing. 
The railways already feel the effects of 
their .competition and are preparing to 
meet it. Some ronds are 
thinking of 


electrifying their suburban and intcrur- 
ban lines, while others are experiment- 
ing with gasoline motor cars. Iu any 
event it will not be long before they will 
be compelled by economic considerations 
to lower their rates. 


Here, as in Ohio, the legislature or its 


agent, the railway nnd warehouse com- 
mission, may hasten reductions, but they 
are sure to take place whether the state 
government intervenes or not. Wher- 
ever the population is or becomes thick 
enough to make trolley lines profitable 
local railway rates will have to come 
down materially.

Cause Trouble. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—A crowd of depos- 


itors gathered around the door of the 
Bank of America as early as 7 o'clock 
today in the 
hope of securing their 


money. Among the number were many 
drug clerks, the bank having worked ex- 
tensively through the drug stores in all 
parts of the city. In many drug stores 
notices had been posted informing the 
public that deposits would be received at 
the drug store for the bank and offers 
of interest in the institution were held 
out to the. clerks as inducement to se- 
cure large deposits. 


The first official of the bank to put in 


an appearance was R. M. Howe, the as- 
sistant cashier. He opened the doors and 
a crowd of depositors svvnrmcd after him. 
Mr. Howe made a speech to the deposi- 
tors saying in substance: 


"Within a week you will receive 35 to 


40 per-cent of your money, and the bal- 
ance within a few days after that. All 
depositors will be paid in full. We have. 
$100.000 in cash on hand and some securi- 
ties that will be disposed of within a 
week. 
There is not the slightest fear 


that any of the depositors will lose any 
of thei rmoney." 


INJUDICIOUS LOANS. 


When nsked as to the cause of the 


trouble, Mr. Howe replied: 


"The cause of the failure ig injudicious 


loans. All money received after 3 o'clock 
yesterday has been put aside and cus- 
tomers can have it at any time they call 
for it."

Break Jail. 


WOUNDED IN THE KNEE 


BY AN UNDERSHEBIFF 


Cold Water WasPuired Into His Cell 


Before Occui'renee — Slashed 


Himself Twice in llu 


Side. 


Desk Sergeant Martin Johnson, and 


Policemen 
Charles Brinkman, 
Tony 


Marks and Burritt, were certainly for- 
tunate in not being shot down when they 
went to a room at Belvidere hotel a few 
weeks ago and placed under arrest Leon- 
ard 'Whitueld ana Beverly Breckenridge, 
two colored men wanted at Milwaukee 
on charge of holding up a teamster of 
Gimbel Bros. 


Two more .desperate and blood-thirsty 


criminals never lived and the fact that 
both had revolvers loaded and under the 
pillows of their, bed when taken in and 
did not use them, is attributed to the 
fact the men wore awakened from a 
sound sleep and did not have time to 
think before the door was pushed open 
and Desk Sergeant Johnson walked to 
the bed and got the guns. 


How Whitlield attempted to 
escape 


and when caught made a fierce fight for 
his liberty is known. Then 
the men 


were taken to Milwaukee and Brecken- 
ridge attempted to kill the jailer with 
a knife and get away, but he was pound- 
ed and 
disarmed. Afterward Whitlield 


made excuses to be taken' from tire jail, 
only to be fooled in a scheme he had. to 
break for liberty.

MAKES ANOTHER ATTEMPT. 


Again last night Whitlield displayed 


his desperate natxire and was foiled in 
an attempt to escape. In a desperate 
encounter over possession of a razor, the 
villain was shot in the left knee by Un- 
dersherill' William Knell, about 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, 
and 
after being 


shot the bandit made an attempt at sui- 
cide and slashed himself in the left side 
twice with the instrument. 


The wounds in his side were found to 


be only slight and the officers believe 
were inflicted for the, purpose of being 
taken to the hospital where chances of 
esapc would be much better. The negro 
feigned great pain from the gun wound 
and asked to be taken to the hospital, 
but the bullet was extracted and. the of- 
ficers will take a chance of keeping him 
in the jail. 


REFUSED TO GIVE UP RAZOR. 
The razor had been given the prisoner 


so that he might shave himsalf. After a 
time he was asked for the weapon, but 
refused to hand it over to Jailer Dietrich, 
unless he was permitted to see his wife, 
but Dietrich refused to make any prom-, 
ises. Under Sheriff Knell w.as called and 
he told the prisoner that if he did not 
give up the razor the hose would be 
turned on him, but Whitfield refused to 
deliver the weapon unless he could sec 
his wife. 


The hose was brought in. Whitfield 


cowered in a corner and the hose was 
turned on him. For ten minutes the 
cold water drenched him and was rising 
in the cell, still he made no overture for 
surrender. Then he threatened to com- 
mit suicide "unless the water was turned 
off, but his threat did no good und the 
cold water poured on him relentlessly. 
In fifteen, minutes he showed signs of 
weakening and said he had enough and 
would quit and act like a man. 


NEGRO SHOT IN THE KNEE. 


It was only a sneaking ruse to stop 


the water and give the murderous negro 
an apportunity to injure the 
officers. 


Jailer Dietrich was about to enter the 
cell when Under Sheriff Knell noticed 
Whitfield attempt to pull the razor from 
his pocket. Dietrich was warned and be- 
fore Whitfield could spring on the officer, 
Knell pulled his revolver and shot the 
criminal in the knee. Whitfield fell to 
the floor, but he arose to his feet and 
drawing the razor slashed his left side 
and again fell to the floor. The officers 
were upon him in a moment and secured 
the razor. The coward begged for mercy 
and promised to behave himself and at 
the same time pretended to be in great 
pain. Dr. Young was called and found 
the wounds to be only slight. The bul- 
let lodged in the fleshy part of the knee 
and was easily removed. 


CLOSER GUARD THAN EVER. 


That lie will be kept in the jail and 


more closely guarded than ever there is 
no doubt. Both the Haeine and Milwau- 
kee officers are confident that Whitfield 
and Breckenridge are the men who held 
up men in the Nielsen saloon on State 
street and also two citizens; that they 
held up and killed the saloon man Druml, 
in Milwaukee, and have operated and 
shot people in Chicago. 


WHITFIELD A BAD MAN. 


Whitfield is originally from Waukesha, 


has a long criminal record, beginning his 
career with a term in the reform school. 
In Milwaukee he was arrested on charge 
of committing several crimes .and two 
years ago broke away from a sheriff and 
made n ' sensational escape. Little is 
known of Breckenridge, 
he being 
a 


stranger to the Milwaukee police, but he

NO EXORBITANT ALIMONY 


Connt Castellane Wants Only What He Had 


Before Marrisiee. 


PARIS, Feb. l&~The financial negotia- 


tions in the Castellane case do not relate 
to Count Boni's. allowance after separa- 
tion from his wife, formerly Anna Gould 
of New York, as Jie' has simplified this 
branch by stating that he does not ex- 
pect a large amount. Tin; count's an- 
nouncement was made to one of the law- 
yers of the countess. It was most em- 
phatic u.nd is substantially in the follow- 
ing terms: 


"I declare to you, and' I swear to the 


exactness of my declaration, that 1 not 
only.do not demand, but that I will not 
accept 
any 
sum beyond 
that 
small 


amount which constituted my income be- 
fore 'my marriage." 


The count thus disposes of the state- 


ment to the effect ;that he contemptu- 
ously refused $40,000 a year on the 
ground that it was not sufficient for his 
pocket-money. 
. 


The attitude of the count leaves the 


lawyers of the countess to consider only 
his outstanding 
indebtedness, which 


reaches an enormous sum. The Castel- 
lane marriage contract gives the countess 
her separate income, not subject to 
claims for the debts of her husband. This 
contract insures the protection of the 
countess' fortune against being absorbed 
in the present controversy, and also pre- 
vents the count's creditors from taking 
legal action against the countess. At 
the same time she does not appear dis- 
posed to exact the strict letter of the 
contract and the financial negotiations 
are for the purpose of making some ar- 
rangement for a compromise with the 
count's creditors. The amount involved 
has been swollen -to enormous propor- 
tions by excessive charges for money ad- 
vances. 


Although the lawyers expect the case 


to proceed to early decree, they recog- 
nize that a slight element of indecision 
remains on the part of the countess, due 
to continued feeling toward her husband 
and her refusal to involve her family in 
a scandal. 


The court has made a second ineffec- 


tual attempt to bring about a reconcilia- 
tion. 


WIFE'S DECISIVE STEP. 


An "urgent" writ was today served on 


Count Boni dc Castellane making him 
defendant in the separation proceedings 
of l>i», wife, formerly Anna Gould. This 
decisive step was taken after renewed ef- 
forts to effect a reconciliation had prov- 
ed fruitless. 
The count accepted service 


of the writ, even calling upon the coun- 
tess' lawyers to facilitate fixing upon a 
place where the writ could be delivered. 
The bill of complaint was filed at the 
same time. It follows very closely the 
countess prima facie showing when she 
first asked the court's permission to take 
action against her husband. It 
men- 


tions no names but particularizes certain 
incidents jn which the count is alleged 
to have participated and it asks for a de- 
cree for what the French law terms "sep- 
aration of body and property," meaning 
complete material separation without a 
dissolution of the bondsi of matrimony. 
The court holds the bill of complaint in 
the strictest secrecy, but the foregoing 
are the essential feature:* of its contents. 
It can bo stated with absolute positive- 
ness that the countess has formally in- 
augurated her action and that it is her 
intention to_secure a decree .at the earl- 
iest date possible. The count will not 
contest the granting of a decree.

CALLS MITCHELL A LIAR 


President Dolan Hurls Imprecation Which 


Almost Caases Riot. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 113.—When the 


Pittsburg miners' convention resumed its 
sessions yestarday President Patrick Do- 
Ian made a caustic address to the dele- 
gates, replying to the letter of President 
John Mitchell, which was read to the 
delegates yesterday. President 
Dolan 


said in part: 


"1 want to say that Mitchell's state- 


ments in his letter are barefaced lies. 


-"To day we find John Mitchell, our in- 


ternational president, in conference with 
the anthracite operators. No matter if 
they were willing to pay the miners $10 
a day Mitchell could not sign an agree- 
ment with them until- he. called the na- 
tional convention together. 


"I want to go on record by saying 


that the present wage scale i<s the best 
the miners ever had, and we did not get 
it by selling out to the operators. John 
Mitchell and W. D. Ryan are not the 
only men-in the country who understand 
the1 industrial situation." 


Dotan's statement almost precipitated 


a riot, but order finally was restored. 
Then Dolan defenxled his vote at Indian- 
apolis, 
and promised to make 
further 


revelations. 
He concluded by saying: 


"Many of the men who are so bitterly 


opposing me and who want to be re- 
formers are composed of the men who in 
times past had to be kept back from go- 
ing to work while their brethren were on 
strike." 


ELECTRIC ROAD SEEKS 


TO CONDEMN LAND 


KENOSHA, Wis., Feb. 16.—The Chica- 


go & Milwaukee Railway 
company, 


through its attorneys, this morning filed 
in the circuit court here a petition for 
the" condemnation of land for the right 
of way for the company from the north 
limits of Kenoslm to the north limits of 
the county. 


Twenty defendonts are named in the 


action. In filing the petition the attor- 
neys stated tlsat the company hud plann- 
ed to extend the lines to Milwaukee, if 
possible, by the end of the present year, 
and that they hoped to have the right-of- 
way started before the opening of spring. 


It is stated that there will be no de- 


lay in the completion of the line to the 
north as materials have been purchased 
for the building of the line to the center 
of Milwaukee. It is the plan of the com- 
pany to have cars running between Ke- 
nosha and Racine by the first day of Au- 
gust.

THOUGHTS 


Chicago Journal: It has often been 


observed that crime breeds crime. The 
Ivens case has been followed by several 
others exactly similar in nearly all re- 
spects. If the newspapers print ac- 
counts of some suicide distinguished by 
striking, peculiarities of method, people 
all over the country proceed to kill them- 
selves in the same manner. Close on the 
heels of the original "long and short" 
highwaymen in Chicago some years ago 
came other pairs of long and short men 
committing the same crime. If one sa- 
loon keeper is locked into his icebox by 
bandits, other saloon keepers meet the 
same fate. Assassination 
of a promi- 


nent man is followed by attempts to as- 
sassinate others, not necessarily so prom- 
inent. After Mayor Harrison was shot 
down, mayors of several smaller cities 
were attacked by would-be murderers. 


AH this shows how susceptible to sug- 


gestion man}' people are. It is a law of 
psychology that thought takes form in 
action, unless it is controlled; and too 
many persons, especially among the 
young, have not learned how to control 
their thoughts. Such a person, hearing 
of a crime., receives the account of it as 
a motor suggestion. 
If he does not com- 


bat and conquer it, but allows it to dwell 
and fester in his intellect, it gradually 
takes possession of his subjective, mind, 
influences his unconscious actions and 
urges him on to imitate it. 


The most important 
• thing we 
can 


teach our children we never think of 
teaching them, and that is the impor- 
tance of controlling the thoughts. Many 
people believe they can not control their 
thoughts, which 
they conceive of as 


forces stronger than themselves, pouring 
in upon tlieii: minds from the atmos- 
phere. Fortunately, this is not 
true, 


else.we should all be no better than lun- 
atics. That is what lunacy is—an in- 
ability to control thought sufficiently to 
resist false sugge.stious. Most people do 
control their thoughts, to some extent, 
but few of them know that they can con- 
trol 
thought absolutely. 
If they did, 


there would be much less crimea drunk- 
enness, sorrow, suffering nnd disease in 
the world than there is now.

SAY TURKS MOST QUIT PORT

-Again foreign built vessels can 
not under any possible circumstances re- 
ceive an American registry. There was 
a law under which a certain percentage 
of damage to a foreign ship, rebuilt here 
could secure an American registry, but 
even that loophole has now been re- 
pouled. American ship owners havu ev- 
ery possible advantage upon these lines, 
but 
because of other disadvantages, 


those being that American labor on 
board American ships costs materially 
more than the same kind of labor on the 
foreigner, and the material with which 
to build ships costs also materially more. 
But it is fair to say that our own pro- 
tected by tariff mills and factories, that 
is the iron and steel men, will singular- 
ly enough sell to the foreign consumer 
materials much cheaper than they will 
'ionic consumers. Steel for instance will 
JK sold to the foreigner at $21.00, while 
an American purchaser will have to pay 
$28.00 and pay his own freight, so that 
this American steel may be put in a for- 
eign vessel, and thus help tile foreigner 


producing cheaper ships. 
It is therefore to make up the diffi- 


culties under which home, ship builders 
abor that it is proposed to pay ship own- 
ers out of the government treasury. But 
this difference will exist, for while there 


no way to compel American sailors 


to work as -cheap as will foreign sailors, 
congress does not propose to take any 
measures, by which American consumers 
may purchase from protected home con- 
cerns material as cheap as the foreigner 
can buy, at his own door American made. 


.But still as to tiiis ship subsidy there 


has been no measure yet proposed that 
went down to the heart of things, that 


to help the genuine ship interests of 


the country. The- gainers will be the 
great shipping trusts, the steamer lines 
of plethoric combinations, carrying their 
own products abroad for distribution. 
What is wanted, if this thing is to be 
enacted into law, is a provision encour- 
aging the smaller sized vessel the aver- 
age ship yard can build, and paying 
them subsidies for their cargoes.

There is an excellent chance at present 


for the government to give an object les- 
son us to the efficient way the general 
government can run a railroad which it 
entirely owns, with no possible question 
of franchises, or any complication what- 
ever. This is the railroad across the Pa- 
nama isthmus which it bought with the 
exception of a 
ft?\v shares, from 
the 


French company that was building or 
trying to build the isthmus canal. The 
government 'right at the .start could 
have commenced tho improvement of 
things, and showing to the people and 
shipping public, that the government 
knew no preferential of any kind, even 
as to its own freight and would exer- 
cise that impartiality that is now the 
subject of legislation as to a railroad 
rate bill. 


There were contracts existing the gov- 


ernment had to carry out with certain 
preferred steamship lines, but these have 
all been terminated, and there is no rea- 
son-the general shipping public, and all 
.tcamers should not have precisely the 
same advantages as to receiving through 
freight advantages. But the accounts 
seem to disclose a badly tangled up con- 
dition of affairs and freights piled iip 
waiting transportation. The government 
.n the operation of its own railroad has 


splendid opportunity to demonstrate 


the excellence, of government not only of 
ownership, but of actual management, 
but it is demonstrating nothing of -the 
iort and the great shipping public have 
good reasons for complaining. The gov- 
irnment owned and managed railroad- 
should beyond question receive freight 
from all sources, from all steamers, and 
treat such' upon equal terms, giving to 
all freight billed to Atlantic ports or Pa- 
cific ports across tho isthmus route 
through bills of lading, which it does not. 
now do, giving tho preference, to only 
regularly organized lines and those do- 
irig a banking business. 
There is but 


one line doing this, tho one enjoying the 
monopoly before. 


On the face of it the government pre- 


fers no one, authorizes no monopoly, but 
practically it' does unless it will treat 
all alike regardless of meeting the con- 
ditions prescribed by the war depart- 
ment.

PANIES. 


Congressman Landis of Indiana .has 


brought in a bill providing for I'edera' 
supervision of insurance which shows 
up in a strong contrast with a similar 
bill urged by. a prominent insurance 
president. The Landis bill would really 
do all it purports to do, while the other 
would make a stab at supervision, but 
fail in the very essence of the thing. 


The Chicago Record-Herald compares 


the two, saying the Dryden bill is in- 
adequate to the purpose and therefore 
unsatisfactory. This bill does away with 
state supervision, and places all com- 
panies under the Federal control or su- 
pcrvUion, but lacks in this feature some 
of the more drastic provisions of the 
Landis bill. But perhaps drastic as a 
term is ^vrong, but rather provisions by 
which all needed points of information 
for the government and people can be 
arrived at. 


Says the Chicago paper: 
"Mr. Landis does not seek .for direct 


supervision of interstate insurance tran- 
sactions, but hopes to get equally good 
results by indirect methods. He would

LAW IN IOWA.

summated in Iowa and therefore illegal 
and the monies paid unrecoverable. It 
might be -supposed that people securing 
liquors in a state in which it was so 
difficult to get .it, through the medium 
of a c. o. d. package brought in by a ex- 
press company, that at least they would 
have the honor to stand by their deal, 
but it seems that many Iowa citizens who 
thus obtained liquor from the outside 
are at work to recover the money they 
paid to the express companies.

now if all accounts are true, and seem- 
ing tli.iy are, under the court, decision 
are going after the express people to get 
their money back, thus getting their bi- 
bulous stocks for nothing.

With an added provision 
against, the abuses that arise from de- 
ferred dividend policies it would scr-m 
to contain nearly all tho material that 
is necessary for effective regulation."

eggs do not try to work off eggs pro- 
served by any method as strictly fresh 
eggs. 
No method of preservation

yet been discovered which will preserve 
the rich fresh flavor which the new egg 
has, and you won't be able to fool even 
the novice. 
Use the preserved eggs at 


home or sell them for cooking purposes 
after telling your customers just what 
they nre. The method of preservation by 
the use of the water-glass is as follows:

NEW ELECTRIC RAILWAY 


TO OPEN UP MANY RESORTS 


Tho preliminary survey for the pro- 


posed line of the Chicago, Kenosha, Mil- 
waukee and Lake Geneva Railway, which 
is now being made, has aroused enthusi- 
asm among the people in the western, 
part of the county, and especially those 
who are interested directly in the lake 
districts. James H. MeVey of Camp 
Lake, the proprietor of the Camp Lake 
hotel was in the city today, and he stat- 
ed that the people in that section of the 
county were anxious to secure closer re- 
lations with Kenosha, and that the Ke- 
nosha and Lake Geneva seems to solve 
the problem. The preliminary survey, 
which is now being made, provides for 
the building of a line straight west from 
the city to Paddock's- Lake.

He stated, 
however, that'the man on the Riley farm 
looked about as much like Constantino 
as some of the pictures published Satur- 
day resembled the daughter 'of the presi- 
dent. The man was 45 years of ago, 
weighed 200 pounds and was an ice cut- 
ter and bore absolutely no resemblance 
to the man wanted in Chicago for mur- 
der. He had been employed at the Riley 
farm for three weeks and had been paid 
off this morning. Eiley told the sheriff 
that there was absolutely HO connection 
between Constantine and the poor labor- 
er and the sheriff took the first car back 
to Kenosha.
